his pnwer of appreciating the glfti of otlwrs, 
and showing that ho did so. W» see from hit 
journal that he saw all people u the.v would 
themselves wish to be soeu, Ho speaks well of 
almost everybody ; ho is not readily bored; Ira 
doos not designedly smooth over or Ignore 
faulU and defects, but merit makes more im- 
pression on him. The mon are finely gifted, 
full of Konius, marked by some telling distinc- 
tion ; the women beautiful, gracious, clever »ud 
charming. We llvo In the best company from 
beginning to end of bis two volumes; and he 
It to agreeable and unpretending through it all, 
that the most cynical reader does not envy him 
ills singular good fortune. Tho touches of de- 
scription Riven In the few pages of biography 
bear out the Impression; such as " his babils of 
coQilderatlou for others," "he was not disposed 
to be satrlcal," " as n student of character ho 
was vigilant, thoughtful and kind," '<he had 
promptitude ami piescncc of mind In convcrs- 
lion, tho result of early, large experience' of 
society," and deference and politeness, which 
are the unselfish elements of good breeding. 


But for humbler social purposes no literary 


reputation, no gift of eloquence, no ready wit, 
no experience of fine company, needed to en- 
dow a person with this qualify in Its fullest 
sense. It Is a charm in Itself, a gift of nature, 
needing only good breeding and ordinary com- 
mon senso to sot it off. It Is an attraction 
which draws by Its inherent winning quality. 
Thcru are women who do not shine or talk 
mncli; whoara.not accomplished, not distin- 
guished In any way, not beautiful, not young, 
who do not k^now why people gather round 
them, why they hasten to tell thorn good news 
before others with a more definite claim, why 
thoy look forward to their fireside as a rest, 
why they think of them first, If they have a con- 
fidence to communicate, n dilemma or tangled 
Mrplexlty lo unfold. It Is because they arc- 
sure to be interested, sure not to Interpose thoir 
own affairs at the wrong moment; sure above 
all, to take the skin you want thorn to take, to 
see things In tlft light in which they are e» 
)ecl<>d to sao them, or at least to show a willing- 
ness to do so; sure, too, to Infuse a certain com- 
fortableness Into the viitw of thlnjs, to act at 
once as a stimulus and a rest.

gifted can be pleaeaut now and then-pleasant 
to their Inmates, pleasant when they are 
pleased wheu they think it right lo be pleasant 
when they are on their good behavior, when 
nothing.vexes them, ihough it is not every- 
body who manages it even under these favora- 
ble condilious. But tho man to the manner- 
born Is pleasant from a sort of necessity of his 
nature; to be disagreeable is too much against 
Ihe gram to be even a temptation, except un- 
der some upsetting of the whole framework of 
his being—some sort of moral convulsion. It 
is tin, necessity which separates the peop'e so 
gifted as a distinct class. Of course, under 
avormg circuinstances, a man polishes his nat- 
ural good qualities to a greater brilliancy; but 
whatever bis, condition, it distinguishes him. 
1 here Is a subtle relation between him and 
His fellow creatures peculiar lo himself, which 
no eftort, no art can establish. We do not sav 
that severely adverse circumstances In earlv 
hie may interfere with its development. Dick- 
ens iu MaK Tapley gives us a broad comic de- 
lineation cl the character. Tapley is pleasant 
under extreme difficulties, but we are told noth- 
ing ol his training. Iu persons pre-eminently 
pleasant we obsmve a harmony between them- 
selves and thoir surroundings which seem to 
argue that these mirrouiidlngs have their sham 
In the phenomenon; hut we rather attribute 
the harmony to thoir gift of subjugating mat- 
ter to mind and temper, 
l.t is not only ani- 


mate Ihmgg that range themselves on iho side 
of the fortunate. 


In looking for examples of the pleasant man 


we are driven lo public and recorded specimens. 
Even il our friend were also the friend of the 
whole win-id, it. would Imrdly do to dKaw hla 
portr-iit; we must have recouise to prim. Now 
a great many who strike us as pleasant are 
likewise so distinguished on other grounds Ibat 
will not serve our turn. I're-e.iiitienl qualities 
overshadow this milder glance. One promi- 
nent name, however, figures lu the crowd of 
records of a day rwritly past, which is marked 
by all lliings by Ihis quality. Lord Holland, of 
social memory (the third of ihetille), was be- 
fore all things a pleasant man. This praise 
seems to have come first in the estimate of all 
his trienda. George Ticknor, writing as a young 
man, on bis first Introduction to the Holland 
House circle, says, "I do not well know how 
dinners and evenin»s crtuld be more pleasant;" 
and twenty ma-s la'er he traces this pleasure to 
its true source—Lord Holland himself: " I can 
not help agreeing with Scon that he is the most 
agreeable man I have ever known." And In; 
goes on to define what constitutes Ibis chaiin : 
'•The reason, apprehended, is that to the tireal 
resources of his knowledge hn asids a laiss.-z- 
aller arising from his reniarkabli- good nature, 
which is quite irresistible." " Lord Holland is 
an open-hearted gentleman, kind, simple, Mid 
hORp-iable, 
a scholar with 
f.-iv prejudices, 


and making no pretentious, either on ihe score 
of his ra.uk, his fortune, his family, his culture, 
or anything else. I nnver met a 'man who so 
disarms opposition in discussion as I have nfn-n 
seen him, without yielding in iola, merely by 
the unpretending simplicity and sincerity of his 
mauuer." 
We have quuu-d the whole of this 


passage will) a purpose. Ii is very clear lhat 
this agreeableness of the host, through which 
he made bis guests alive to his high appreciation 
of their powers, was one active cause of the 
success of those historical dinners. But we 
would dwoll rather on that gift of disarming 
opposillon thus openinj all subjects to diseus- 
siou whatever tho various opinions of the com- 
pany. Clearly moderation is one Important 
quality in the pleasant man. A gieat many 
people are not only excellent but admirable and 
lovable, who yet do not como to our mind? as 
pleasant, from the vehemence of their m&nnar 
of holding opinions—a vehemence which does 
not allow them to discriminate tune and place 
with judgment, whicutlrives them to oblrude 
opinions, to pursue a topic wLeu others would 
gladly dismiss it, aud which further leads them 
to convey sentiments with a severity implied 
towards those who differ that jars on the har- 
mony of the assembly. We are not saying that 
vehemence carried to this paint is not some- 
times called for; we ouly say it is not pleasant 
on occasions of social intercourse. Now the 
pleasant man never lets things and views make 
him forget persons. In limes of excitement, 
political or raligioas, when party spirit runs 
high, the pleasant person is a refuge. 
Ha is 


never carried away; so little so, that the 
chances are that be irritates the morn eager 
partisan. But it is his nature to give every one 
with whom he willingly associates credit for 
good motives, and for sense in carrying .them 
Into action, and this interferes much with the 
luxury of party warfares. However, the whirl- 
igig of time brings every one and all sides to the 
pleasant man at least for consolation or repose. 
He does not loso his friends; nobody can arlbrd 
to lose him. 


Another conspicuous example of the quality 


under review must have been Tickner himself. 
He lias indeed what is called a European repu- 
tation as an author; but, as his suoject was 
Spanish literature, this is not incompatible 
with an all but universal ignorance of his book. 
He will always be known best for the record 
he has left in the distinguished and various so- 
ciety—European also—in which be moved. 
The reader is puzzled how a young American, 
son of a grocer of Boslon, United States, 
should from his first landing lu Liverpool to 
wherever his travels led him, come to be on in- 
timate terms with everybody of name through- 
out civilized Europe, should be passed on from 
England to France, France to Germany, Ger- 
many to Italy, Utence to Spain, welcomed by 
all the " best people" in every country, making 
new friends wherever he went, and keeping 
them through life, Oiiding himself by a sort of 
natural affinity on a familiar looting with au- 
thors, wits, statesmen, crowned beads, and 
leaders of fashion ; being present at a critical 
moment to hear Talleyraud's deep oracular ut- 
terances, receiving Prince Metlernich's confi- 
dences by the hour together, admitted to Mine. 
deStael's dying couch, standing in the privil- 
eged circle near enough to hear Lady Jersey re- 
fusing the Duke of Wellington admittance to 
Almaclc'i. The key toil all is that be was 
pleasant—pleasant In an eminent degree. He 
was no doubt remarkably gifted for malting 
a figure in society; he took infinite pains to fit 
himself for It. Well mannered, well read, 
clever, ready, and to forth, be was, of coin-so; 
but clever people are not scarce ia ouch circles; 
what won" " '

ABOBI&INAL ATHLETICS. 


Connected with the game of lacrosse Is an 


old tradition of Indian warfare. Upon the 
shores of the chain of lakes bearing their names 
lived tho Senecas, Onondagas, Oneldas and 
Cayugas. These, together with the Mohawks, 
formed a confederation known as the Five Na- 
tions. At that time, about tho year 1054, the 
Eries dwelt at tho fool of the great lake bearing 
their iiamu, and upon the lana now covered by 
the city of Buffalo and Its environs, and were 
known ns the most warlike and powerful tribe 
In the country. Whon they heard of tho con- 
federation of the Five Nations, all of whom 
they regarded as natural enemies, they sus- 
pected that mischief was brewing. Their mode 
of proceedure was eminently crafty. First they 
sent to the Senecas a friendly message, inviting 
a delegation of them to a game of Indian balC 
the lacrosse of to-day, on a grand scale ; one 
hundred Erlos aaalnst one handled Senecas. 
The matter was considered In a wuucll of the 
Five Nations, and very respectfully declined. 
Next year tho Eries sent another Rhallenge, this 
time to the Five Nations, and again, with all 
the giavlty of Indian courtesy, was tho chal- 
lenge ducllned. The following year brought 
the samo cartel. By that time tho younger 
braves had become impatient. They could not 
brook the vaunts of the Erics, and at last they 
importuned iho older man until permission was 
accorded them to accept tho proposition. Each 
tribe furnished Its quo'a of the hundred ath- 
letes. These were placed under the command 
of an experienced chief, and, in tlio presence of 
the assembled tribes, the young men wero 
charged, in ihe most impressive manner, to ob- 
serve a pacific course of conduct toward tho 
Eries, and to allow no act of aggression on their 
part, however great, to draw them into an 
expression of resentment, but to bear them- 
selves as the representatives of a great and 
powerful nation anxious lo cultivate peace and 
friendship with tlieir neighbors. An old cbrsn- 
Icier says : "Under these solemn injunctions tho 
party took up its lino of march for 'Tu-slm-way' 
(Ihe lown of the Eries—now replaced by tho 
city of Buffalo), and when the baud arrived in 
the vicinity of their destination a messebger 
was sent forward to Inform the Eries of their 
arrival. Tho elegant and athletic forms, the 
dignilied, noble bearing of their chief, and, more 
than all, tho modest demeanor of the youu" 
warriors of the Iroquols p»rty (tha French 
termed the live Nations " Iroquois "), won tho 
admiration of all beholders. They brought no 
arms. Each one bore a bat, used to throw or 
strike a ball, lasUfully ornamented, beine a 
hickory slick about five feet long, bent over at 
the end und with n thong netting wovo Into the 
bow. After a day of refreshment and repoae, 
all things were arranged for the contest. 
The 


chief of the Iroquois brought forward and de- 
posited upon the ground a large plfe of elegant- 
ly wrought belts of wampum, costly jewels, sil- 
ver bands, beautifully ornamented moccasins 
and other articles of great value In the eyes of 
the sons of the forest, as tho stake or wager on 
the part, of his people. These wero carefully 
matched by the Eries with articles of equal 
value—a: Me by article I led together and again 
deposited on ihe pile. The game began, and, 
although contested with desperation and great 
skill by the Eries, was won by the Iroquois, 
who Lore off ths pi lie Iu triumph. Thus ended 
the fiisUl.iy. The Iroquois now having accom- 
plished the object af their visit proposed to take 
tbeir leave, but the chief of the Eries, address- 
ing himself lo the Iroqnois leader, said that his 
young braves, though fairly beaten in the game 
of ball, would not be satisfied unless they could 
have a foot race, a;id he proposed therefore to 
match ten Eri.is against ten Iroquols. 
The 


Iruqunis cnn:i«utv.ii and were again victorious. 
Tiie " Katikkvjiis," who were present as fiiends 
and allius uf Hie Eries, invited the Iroquois 
party to visit them (their village being on 
Eighieeu-Mlle Creek), before they returned 
home, and ihiiher ihe whole party proceeded. 


Thu chief of t.he Kries, as a last trial of the 


courage and prowiss of Ins giiesls, proposed tu 
select ten men, to be matched by the samo 
iiuiUiitT i'f Irnqiiuis, for a wrestling match 
cnipled witn tiie condition that the vlclor in 
each case should ilispatub his adversary on tha 
spot i<y braining liiiu win,.' tomahawk, bearing 
oil' the walp as u irophv. 
This sanguinary 


pmpiMiiion was not at all pleasing to the !ro- 
quuis. They, however, concluded to accept the 
challenge, witli a determination, should they ba 
victorious, not to execute ilia-bloody part of the 
pnj|iiHitlun. 
The champions wcre'aecoidinKly 


chosen. A Seneca was first to step ihlo th« 
ring ; he threw bis antagonist, amid the cheers 
ol Hie multitude. Then he stepped back and 
declined lo slay hU victim, who laid passive at 
his feet. As quick as thought the chiof of the 
Eries seized the tomahawk and at a single 
blow scattered the braius of his vanquished 
warrior over thu ground. 
His body was 


dragged out of the way and another champion 
of the Eries presented himself. 
He was as 


quickly thrown by his more powerful antago- 
nist of tlio Iroquois parly and as quickly dis- 
patched by the infuriated chief. A third met 
Ihe same fate. The chief of the Iroquois, see- 
ing iho keniblo excitement that agitated tha 
multitude, give the signal for relreat. Every 
man obeyed, and iu an lustanltuey were out of 
sight. Iu two hours they arrived in " Tu-shu- 
way," eighteen miles distant, gathered up their 
trophies, and were on their way home. The 
Eries then determined to fall suddenly upon 
the separate tribes of the Five Nalions and de- 
stroy them In detail. For that purpose a pow- 
erful war party was selected to attack ths Sen- 
ecus, who lived on the shores of the Seneca 
Lake and the banks «f tho Seneca Hivcr. 
Among the Eries was a Seneca woman who 
had been captured while a child and afterwaid 
mariied to an Erie brave. The latter bad-died 
before the foray was planned, »nd the widow- 
learning of the expedition against her people, 
escaped unnoticed and warned them of lha 
coming danger. An immediate rally of the Fiv* 
Nations was the result. Five thousand veteran 
warriors wore supported by a reterve of one 
thousand young braves. The two parties met 
about half way between Cauandalgua Lake and 
the Ce-iiis-se-u (Genesee) River, uear the out- 
let of Honeoye Lake. The reserve corps of tho 
Iroquois wss kept back out of sight. The Eries 
charged across the stream and gained a foot- 
hold, then were driven back, only to return aud 
again effect a lodgment. 
Seven times they 


forced the passage, bat while that was being 
contested, the wily Iroquois chief had led his 
reserve of one thousand young braves around 
to the Erie's rear, and when the latter charged 
for the eighth time, they were iu turn charged 
from bebiod. Tha route was complete. But 
very few escaped, and tho Eric nation was 
driven Wast. Years afterward they returned, 
fought another bloody battle, and were annihi- 
lated.

In some 
portions of Pensylvanla, in those vast wooded 
tracts, au uninhabited wilderness, because it- 
can be nothing elss, there are still some few 
nesting-places where the pigeon breeds undis- 
turbed. From these haunts In the spring Uiey 
cuiue forth in quest of food, extending their 
flights more or lefs as necessity requires. 
The 


supply of last yaai's acorns failing, do'.vn thcy; 
swoop on the farmers' fresh sown grain, and 
here, snugly ensconced behind some friendly 
stone wall or slump fence, we find our friend, 
Uie sporlaman, pipping away at the rushing 
plunderers, and demeaning himself nol a whit; 
for behold ! his same pockets "are full. But 
summer has come. The gun is cleaned, oiled, 
aiul hung upon its accustomed rack, while from 
ils case is drawn Ihe pliant Gshing-rod. Tackle 
is overhauled, flies are tied, and theexactcon- 
ilition.of each trout, salmon and buss rod de- 
termined. For June is here, and our friend is 
somewhat bewildered with the. multitude of 
vistas opening befoie him, cnch oue leading to 
some happy angling ground where he knows 
UIB "finny denizens" are but waiting fore 
dexterous cast of the candy fly to be luted to 
their destruction. The angler is now ubiquit- 
ous. 
Upon Ihe salmon rivers of Canada and 


Ihe provinces yon find him with his long, dou- 
ble-handed rod hard at work killing the heavy, 
bul lively, Salmo nalnr. In the Aflirondacks 
be is content with smaller fish, but more of 


pervading the atmosphere, and many a jolly 
song rolls out upon the morning air as the 
hunters wend their way across the fields to the 
stubble, where they have been assured two or 
three bevies were " using." The walk is quite 
along one, and by the time our friends have 
ariived upon the ground, the morning sun has 
dispersed the frost and the stubble is in fine 
condition for the dogs to show that remarkable 
power they possess of finding the birds by 
scent alone. At a word from the master they 
are off quartering the ground thoroughly, and 
Leaving no clump or tussock bordering the 
field unexplored by their sensitive noses. Soon 
the advance dug strikes tbe trail of a reading 
bevy, and with all due caution works it up. 
Slowly, inch by iuch, he draws towards the 
birds, the hot scent -rowing every instant 
more furious, until at last, right over the hiding 
quail, be stops, motionless as a statue. The 
other dog who has been following, noting 
every movement, also stops and backs the first, 
It is a pretly picture, a brace of staunch dogs 
on a point. It senms too bad to spoil it by 
walking in.and flushing tbe birds. 


Let us now follow the hunters as they turn 


their steps toward yonder gully that seems to 
have been formed by some great convulsion.

done. Grouse shooting has the name of being 
the finest and most thoroughly enjoyable of all 
tbe sports in which the gun aud dog figuie; and 
well may it be so considered, for in August the 
birds are comparatively tame and easily knock- 
ed down.

No better proof of the success of the Brii 


tol Institute could be adduced than the projec 
set on f.iot by it for the formation of a pub! 
library in BristoK -It seems strange that 
should be advisable to say a word in favor i 
tills plan, but strange as it may seem, there ar 
those who mildly ask" What If it for? Wlia 
good will it do ?" 


Tbe object, of course, is te supply the wanl 


—tiie necessities of the public in tbe readin 
line. The William Penn circtilatiug library has 
for some years done its best to do this—a 
praise for it for doing so well aud maj it cot 
tinue to flourish for ever. Bui there are want 
that a private library cannot, supply. Tbe ob 
ject of a private library is to make money, 
must make enough money to add to the nmn 
ber of its volumes aud pay a profit besides 
Us additions must depend upon its patronage 
if this is but moderate, the additions must be 
few and these additions must be of tbe kin 
that will " go out" best. If novels of a lowe 
or a lighter order bring In the most, money 
then they must filltlic shelves to the exclusio 
of standard works, and a§ the stragglers In reac 
ing—those who enter a library without know 
ing exactly what they want, are very apt t 
take what is nearest to liaad or what is recpm

be a long while Wine It would exceed $100C 
as 40 plugs would very nearly cover the who! 
Borough. 


2nd. With the above $825 added to the rer- 


nue from domestic services, it would be luipos 
sible (leaving out tlie railroad) to pay a div 
dend of 4 per cent., which I propose to show t 
any unprejudiced party who will call on me an 
investigate the matter for themselves, which i 
ividehce In Itself, that the charge Is very moder 
ate.
